"We are always glad to have new 
faces and new ideas," said Wilton 
in greeting two new members of 
the board, Elliott Donnelley, Lake 
Forest, who returned Sunday from 
a European trip, and Mrs. Louise 
B. Hansmann of Highland Park. 

Donnelley succeeds John O. Giles 
of Lake Forest and Mrs. Hansmann 
takes the place of Mrs. Minnie B. 
Levinson of Highland Park. 

Board members expressed a de- 
sire to confer with an attorney re- 
garding their ministerial functions 
and quasi-judicial duties and re- 
sponsibilities in the light of amend- 
ments to the school code that grant 
local boards of education broader 
powers in the exchange of school 
properties. 

The Board of School Trustees is 
the custodian of physical properties 
of the 55 grade schools, and 14 high 
schools in Lake County. 

County School Supt. W. C. Petty, 
Antioch, sits with the board. He 
was instructed to invite N. E. Hut- 
son, legal consultant to the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, Vernon L. Nickell, to discuss 
the topic of legal powers at an early 
meeting. 



The Council said it acted on an 
analysis by the Lake County Civic 
League and Its recommendation. ' 

In a letter to the Antioch Board 
of Education, Bruce Trester, execu- 
tive secretary of the Civic League, 
stated: 

"At present, it appears that addi- 
tional taxing power of 10c would be 
sufficient to meet the annual antlci- ■ 
pated deficits of the next few years." 

Deficit May Reach $125,000 
The Citizens' Council unanimous- 
ly endorsed the finance committee* 
report which pointed out that the 
school's deficit for the year just 
ended Is about $28,000. The report 
continued, "Even with an immedi- 
ate raise in the tax rate limitation, 
we will bo approximately $86,000 
in the red before any tax money can 
be realized from a higher rate, and 
if we wait more than 2'/2 months 
before we approve, a raise, our defi- 
cit will reach about $125,000 before 
such increased taxes would be avail- 
able." 

The discussion which followed this 
•report emphasized the need for im- 
mediate action. A 10c increase in 
the educational fund was seen as 
a stopgap measure to prevent fur- 
ther accumulation of the deficit. As 
the effect of new multipliers and 
new tax collection methods become 
more definite a revised estimate of 
needs will be forecast. The Council 
concurred with the Civic League 
that the district's financial future is 
hard to predict, but that at least 10c 
is needed to keep the deficit In 
check. 

The Council's recommendation 
how goes to the Board of Education 
which is expected to take official 
action at their next regular meeting.

We All Poy the Penalty 

There has been a vast amount of talk in Wash-* 
ington and elsewhere concerning tax reduction as a 
means of increasing consumer purchasing power and 
thus attacking the recession. Much of the talk, for 
want of a better phrase, deals with what may be called 
"political" tax relief. It would give the average tax- 
payer a few dollars more a week in his pay envelope. 
But it would do nothing at all toward correcting the 
built-in inequalities of our Federal tax system that 
discourages industrial growth and investment and that 
penalizes achievement. 

' What is needed, as the Wall Street Journal points 
out, ils not a "quickie" tax relief, but "a real reform 
in our tax structure, made with deliberation and not 
in haste ..." 

The existing structure, the newspaper goes on, 
with its steeply graduated rates on individual incomes, 
means, in effect, ". . . less pay for more work." Worse 
still, these steep graduations inevitably act as depres- 
sants on the whole economy. To quote the Journal 
again, the structure "severely restricts capital forma- 
tion and the kind of spending necessary to nourish 
prosperity, spending that. is above that for basic neces- 
sities. In time we will all pay a penalty for oppressive 
taxation/' 

On top of this, we have all manner of special taxes 



that came about as a result of hasty tax tinkering in 
past times. A prime example here is the depressing 
excise tax on such necessities as commercial transpor- 
tation and telephone service. Some of these excises 
-actually are hangovers, from World War -M: The 
gencies that created them are history,* but the taxes

Money is cheaper and easier to 
to borrow, both for individuals and for business. The 
gross national product (which is the value of all the 
goods and services we produce) ran at an annual rate 
of"$422 billion in the first quarter of this year, while 
the second quarter rate has been about $426 billion. 
The rate for the last half of the year is expected to be 
$439 billion. 

Actually, contrary to a widely held belief, the in- 
come available for spending has not materially de- 
clined during this recession. According to U. S. News, 
wages and salaries have gone down by $7.5 billion a 
year. But there has been an increase of some $5 bil- 
lion a year in other types of individual income— un- 
employment benefits, retirement pay, old-age pen- 
sions.c^arm prices recently reached the highest level 
in more than five years. As a consequence, what the 
economists call "disposable" income (the money con- 
sumers have left after taxes) as been down by only 
a slight percentage. 

However, changes have appeared in the, pattern 
of consumer spending. More of the money has gone 
for basic necessities, such as food and drugs, and for 
other non-durable goods. Less has been going for dur- 
able goods — notably, automobiles. U. S. News at- 
tributes this change to "the pressure of high living 
costs, the attitude of caution in taking on large debts, 
the lack of interest in present models of cars and ap- 
pliances at present prices." The hope is that an in- 
crease in public confidence as,- business in general im- 
proves, along with the offering of new models of cars 
and appliances, will gradually correct the imbalance 
in spending. 

AH in all, as U. S. News sees it "the upturn is 
likely to become a full-ledged recovery before many 
months have passed."

Improper feeding. Birds from 
high-producing stock will be under 
stress if they don't get the feed they 
require.

TAX FACTS 



As summer vacations find many 
of Illinois' 4,700,000 licensed drivers 
"taking to the road," the Taxpay- 
ers' Federation of Illinois has looked 
behind the scenes at the State driv- 
ers license program and come up 
with some startling observations. 

Secretary of State Charles F. Car- 
pentier is charged by law with ad- 
ministration of a drivers license and 
a driver control program, both of 
which involve clerical tasks of gi- 
gantic proportions. 
. Daily work load for this opera- 
tion involves 25,000 documents 
which must be examined, processed 
and filed. Yearly totals include 
more than 700,000 convictions for 
moving traffic violations and 400,000 
accident reports. Drivers license 
applications exceed two million and 
average $6 million in fees each year. 

Fifteen million active records and 



twenty million non-current records 
must be maintained; the job is com- 
plicated by such details as the name 
"Smith" appearing 35,000 times in 
the driver file. 

Ingenuity on the part of American 
business enterprise and of employees 
of the Secretary of State's office 
have combined to rescue this oper- 
ation from the chaos which might 
have seemed to be its only fate. - As 
a matter of fact, the Secretary of 
State has pioneered in a unique ap- 
lication of "electronic data process- 
ing" or EDP, in the jargon of auto- 
mation, to this problem area. 

By the use of machines which al- 
most think for themselves, informa- 
tion from thirteen different sets of 
files has been condensed onto mag- 
netic tape housed in a single file 
cabinet. 

Drivers licenses can now be 
written and addressed at the rate of 
22 per minute, ready to insert 
and mail. Driver control records

destroyed by fire or other disaster. 

The negatives are filed in a special 
security microfilm vault, and they 
are accepted on the condition that 
their use is allowed only on the 
order of the county office which 
deposited them, Secretary Carpen- 
tier said.

New Plastic Pavement 

San Francisco, Calif. — A new saf- 
ety pavement made of plastic was 
demonstrated here on the heavily 
traveled San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge. 

It resists skidding even when it 
is wet, and it stops cars in one- 
half to three-quarters of the dis- 
tance required by cars stopping on 
concrete. The material is a- plastic 
adhesive. It is called Guardkote, 
paving resin by its developer, Shell 
Chemical Corporation. It is poured 
on a conventional road surface — 
eitherconcrete or asphalt — and cov- 
ered with grit as it begins to harden. 
The result is a thin, sand-like coat- 
ing stuck firmly to the road.

AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO 

SALESMEN, PEDDLERS AND 

SOLICITORS 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
ANTIOCH, LAKE COUNTY, ILLI- 
NOIS: 

SECTION 1. Definition: (a) Sales- 
man: For the purpose of this Or- 
dinance a salesman shall be deemed 
to be any person who demonstrates 
any article, merchandise, mechanical 
device, or other article or thing, or 
who offers for sale any insurance, 
stocks, bonds or thing tangible or 
intangible, without having made a 
definite appointment for that pur = 
pose with the customer previous" to 
the time of going, either by tele- 
phone, letter or at the request of the 
customer. 

(b) Peddler: A peddler shall 
be deemed to be any person who 
shall sell or offer for sale, barter, 
or exchange books, magazines, pic- 
tures, photographs, goods, wares or 
merchandise, traveling from place 
to place on, along or upon the 
streets or alleys of the Village, or at 
doors of houses or apartments or 
who shall sell and deliver such 
articles from any vehicle going 
from place to place, or who shall go 
about in the Village selling and de- 
livering such articles or offering 
the same for sale and carrying the 
article offered with him. 

The above definition shall not be 
construed to apply to any person 
selling vegetables, fruits, berries, 
poultry or other products off their 
own farms or premises, nor shall 
it apply to established dairy, bakery 
or grocery routes or wagons or 
trucks, which carry a food license 
under other ordinances of the Vil- 
lage. 

(c) Solicitors: Any person who 
goes about the Village of Antioch 
offering for sale or taking orders 
for any books, pictures, photo- 1 
graphs, goods, wares or merchan- 
dise, magazines, mechanical devices, 
furniture, hardware or any other 
article or thing whatsoever, shall 
be deemed to be a solicitor. 

SECTION 2. License: Every per- 
son who desires to operate as m 
salesman, peddler or solicitor shall 



procure >a license therefor before 
engaging in such work.

shall be signed by the Village Clerk 
and the Chief of Police "of the Vil-

This permission or license shall 
in no way be recommendation for 
any article or thing, tangible or in- 
tangible, which such salesman, ped- 
dler or solicitor may have to offer 
the public. 

SECTION 4. At the time of the 
filing of the application, a fee of 
Five Dollars ($5.00) shall be paid 
to the Village Clerk to cover the 
cost of the investigation. 

The license fee for peddlers shall 
be as follows: Two Dollars ($2.00) 
per day, or Ten Dollars ($10.00) 
per month, or Fifty Dollars ($50.00) 
per year for each applicant. 

SECTION 5. Permit to bo Car- 
ried: Upon satisfactory evidence 
being submitted to the Chief of Po- 
lice that applicant is a fit, proper 
person to engage in such business 
as salesman, peddler _or solicitor, 
and upon the payment of the fee as 
hereinbefore provided, there shall 
be issued to the applicant a permit 
in a form to be approved by the 
Village Clerk -and the Chief of Po- 
lice, which form shall bear the sig- 
natures of these officers and a 
photograph of said person to whom 
permit is issued. Applicant shall 
then be permitte'd to engage in his 
business in the Village of Antioch 
for such time as is provided for in 
his permit, not exceeding five days 
in the case of a salesman or a so-, 
licitor. 

- SECTION 6. Exhibiting Permit: 
Every holder of a permit under this 
Ordinance shall exhibit the same 
at the request of any Police. Officer 
or any citizen of the Village of 
Antioch, and shall immediately upon 
making contact with a prospect in 
the Village exhibit such permit and 
properly identify himself. 

SECTION 7. General Provisions: 
The Chief of Police may make such, 
investigation of each and every ap- 
plicant as he may deem proper and 
if in his opinion a longer time than 
is provided for in this Ordinance is 
required he shall be at liberty to 
refuse to issue ' such license until • 
such investigation is completed'. 

An individual permit shall be 
issued for each person and each ap- 
plicant must appear in person ,under 
his own signature. No one person 
shall be permitted to apply for a 
group or crew of salesmen. 

SECTION 8. Unreasonable Use 
of License: No peddler, nor any 
person in his behalf, shall shout, 
use an amplifier, blow a horn, ring 
a bell or use any sound device, in- 
cluding any loud speaker radio and 
/or sound amplification system on 
any of the streets, alleys, parks or 
other public places of said Village, 
or upon any private premises in 
said Village where sound of suffi- 
cient—volume— is_ emitt ed or pro; _ 
duced therefrom capable of being 
plainly heard upon the streets and 
alleys or other public places for the 
purpose of attracting attention. 

SECTION 9. Penalty: Violation 
of any of the provisions of this Or- 
dinance shall be subject to a fine 
in the amount of not less than Five 
Dollars ($5.00) nor more than Two 
Hundred Dollars ($200.00) for each 
offense, and each day or part of 
day in which such violation shall 
occur shall constitute a separate and 
distinct offense. 

SECTION 10. Repealing Section: 
All ordinances in conflict with this 
Ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 11. Effective Date: 
This Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect after its passage, approval 
and publication as provided by law.

A f ew^pjvducT^temiF- show mo- 
mentary steady to slightly stronger 
price tones. These include sweet- 
corn and cauliflower, both reported 
scarce arid higher; dry and green 
onions, carrots and cantaloupes 
quoting higher to rate in the mod- 
erately priced range along with 
peas and beans. Some new crop 
apples are arriving but not enough 
to change relatively high costs as 
yet. 

Despite the volume and quality 
of the fresh . produce markets, and 
in keeping with indications noted 
here recently, published reports this 
week predict higher canned fruit 
and vegetable costs are coming along 
in grocery departments. Probably 
by fall. 

These predictions are based- on 
smaller packs of a sizable list of 
major staples, said to be the delib- 
erate cutbacks in contracted acre- 
age and some effects of weather, 
and "in other instances, supplies of 
carryover stocks from last year, are 
less than previously heavy stocks. 

These seemingly qre the signifi- 
cant aspects of metropolitan retail 
food patterns for the week ending 
July 12, according to the weekly 
survey by th&UnLversjty of Illinois 
consumer service. 

Markets softened unaccountably 
(considering the holiday influence) 
for fryers, with most quarters rating 
them the real value in meats. Many 
feature price tags show at 35-39c 
against a normal retail of 43c. 

While on the subject of poultry, 
expect the turkey market to edge 
downward at wholesale on better 
arrivals. This week, however, re- 
tails run at 53-55c for hens and 
49c for toms. 

Eggs are firming generally on a

ons are rated cheaper on Increasing 
supplies, with 59c quoted by some. 
Supplies of smaller kinds (20-pound 
average) are scarce, with the heav- 
ier weights showing lower per- 
pound price tags. 1 Blueberries arc a 
feature in many stores at 20c per 
pint, of excellent quality. Bananas 
are a "sleeper" in some quarters as 
consumers' attention is diverted to 
soft-fruit classes. Watch for some 
real low prices. Potatoes are in a 
late-spring, early-summer harvest 
bind. With the total crop running 
3 per cent ahead of last year, lower 
prices can be expected. This week 
quotes show California whites 10 
lbs. for 59c and reds 10 lbs. for 40c 
for No 1 U: S. grades.

and that great battles were fought

^Ihdran~villoges-wcro»in-,exis.tehce_. 
at a£r)umber of points ^throughout 
the county; notably \ at 'Half Day, at 

feWynkoop's Point, . and along , Mill 
Creek, as .Well as atj Pistakee and 
most of 'the other lakes, with much 
evidence of a strong encampment- on 
the shores of Channel Lake adjacent 
to Antioch.' > Also there were vil- 
lages on the::DesPIaines River near, 
the State Line,' .as 'well as along the 
Fox River west of. town; for some 
years during. the.early_s.ettling i pf the 
township, the last named stream 
particularly was used as a route.' of 
travel for the . fast depleting bands 

"of Indians in the locality, who made 
it a custom to encamp on Hackberry 
Island during their seasonal travels 
north and south, in order to gather 
stores of berries and nuts for winter 
food. 

There were Indian cornfields of 
considerable extent, notably about 
the fertile "chain of lakes region. 
There was an attempt at raising 
squash or pumpkins, potatoes, and 
beans, all by the most primitive 
methods. 

It was customary for the Indian 
squaws, who carried on the work 
of cultivating and harvesting, to 
plant the corn hot in orderly rows 
as is modern method, but in irregu- 
lar plantings, here and there, the 
kernels dropped into the hole along 
with a fish for fertilizer, then cov- 

-ered-with-a-rough-pile-of-earth-with. 
the aid of a wooden stick hoe fash- 
ioned from the root or branch of a 
tree. ' 

In the main, the Indians lived 
upon flesh and fish, which, were 
abundant in all this region. Their 
tepees and wigwams, covered with 
bark and skins, were their only 
dwellings. Ancient fire-places here 
and there indicated a rude effort to 
combat the cold. 

Their clothing consisted largely of 
the skins of animals, with robes of 
furs or feathers to provide protec- 
tion i against wintery temperatures. 
Some weaving was done in the ear- 
lier years, as well as pottery and 
basket making. 

The Indian lived strictly with na- 
ture, and his every means of sub- 
sistence reflected this fact. Ma- 
terials from the earth were used in 
his tools; notched stones for arrow- 
heads, slender tree branches for the 
shafts, feathers of the wild birds to 
guide the arrow, deer gut or horse 
hair to fasten the point to the shaft, 
as well as to form the string for the* 
bow. His drills, chipping hammers, 
axes, spearheads, skinning knives, 
corn grinders, made, of flint or stone, 
all aided the red-man in his living 
with the earth. 

"Paint stones" of hematite and a 
stone paint palette were used' by 
the Indians to decorate themselves 
with red paint. Their primitive 
love of finery and decoration was 
evinced in beads made from pieces 
of conch shell obtained from the 
Gulf of Mexico by trade with other 
Indian tribes, as well as bands of 
colorful feathers. Gorgets and pend- 
ants were fashioned painstakingly 
from beautifully polished stone and 
semi-precious gem-stones, and with 
copper and silver were utilized in 
the making of ear-rings, ear-spools, 
bracelets. Clay, earth itself, was 
used in the making of beads, gourds, 
culinary ware, pottery trowels, even 
small clay game discs. All these 
artifacts indicate much of the life 
and ways of the early red-man.
